Besides their contrlhtiUons, and 
many of them are paying stated sums 
monthly, the Armenians and Syr- 
ians have unanimously decided that on 
Saturday they will fast and eat no 
food at all, eondlng the money 
Nived thereby to the assistance of 
the Armenians and Syrians who have 
lieen unable to leave their native 
land. 

"One dollar will keep a person 
alive for a month. In some cases $25 
will help to save and establish a 
whole family; tlOO will huy a buffa- 
lo, 1150 a yoke of oxen, $50 a cow. 
other sums will provide farming im- 
plements, clothing, iMKldlng, seeds, 
medicine and material for business," 
said B. K. Daghdigisn. an Admen- 
Ian student in the college. In speak- 
ing of tlie eondllion of his country- 
men. 

At a meeting of a committee com- 
posed of the representatives of 15 
Manhattan organizations, held in tht^ 
Commercial club rooms Tuesday 
night, several measures were de- 
cided on to assist In securing funds 
for the starving, war stricken vic- 
tims. 

B. K. Badhdiglan was elected as 
chairman, and George S. Murphey of 
the First National liank, was elected 
treasurer. C. O. Lewis of the Man- 
mattan Comerclal club was elected 
secretary. 

Mr, Murphey will receive contri- 
butions from Individuals who wish 
to help out on the fund.

Not since 190G have the Aggtea, un-

Tile Affiile Score, 
tn 1905 a classical article ai>peared 
in the college i»aper smoothing over 
Ihc defeat ot tIte Agsles. '(■'"or the 
lirst t;nic in the school's history, wo 
tcorcd on K. l*. While our sban; of 
the score was hmall, belnf; only 14, 
com pared with -11. It neverthelc^is 
fills a vacant space that lias lieon 
lurking In the heart of every K. 8. 
A. C. student." 

After the victorious year of 190(5, 
when Washburn was tl>« only team 
that defeated the Aggies, the college 
"pei-Iied up" in Its football enthus- 
iasm. The Students Herald, with 
Cliff ^1 ration as editor, printed a 
front page iiox. "Evirylwdy at the 
I'. P. station The team Is going to

The game was hotly fought and 
It looked like anybody's game until 
the laKt (pinrter, when the iCansauf^ 
forged ahrad. 

K. C, ftarelj WIuh. 
In I90S tht' ARgies (illed up the 
highest score made against K. 1'. by 
any team, but failed to win the game 
K. v., unbeaten that entire .leason, 
nosed the Ahearn eleven out, 12 to 0. 
Kansas could not find room for the 
Aggies on her schedule in li'IO. The 
Fsriucr team lost only one game that 
sear ,the Colorado «ieven trimming 
them in the rare atmosphere of Iloul- 
der, where the Aggies found their 
litisath tasted them not half as long 
as down on the plains of Kansas. So 
pood was the team that a campaign 
wa.s carried oa to land the Aggies In 
the Missouri Valley conference. The 
year m irked the passing of the pop- 
ular Agitle coach. Mike Ahearn, who 
realgned to spend more time among 
ItU plants and trees in the horticul- 
tural di'pariment,

With the exception of the forego- 
ing statement by a member of the 
athletic departent, the professors 
niid others of the faculty arc iman- 
imouB in their opinions that some- 
thing definite should Ik: done Imme- 
diately to eliminate the congestion 
which occurs dally In Anderson hall 
fn connection with tlie securing of 
mail. The haJI le too narrow to 
accommodate the large number of 
students who gather there at certain 
times of the day. 

Suggestions as to Just what meth- 
od should lie employed to handle the 
situation, if something definite Is to 
bo done, 'wiA'e nnmerous. Some 
think that traffic rules alone would 
be successful, while others suggest 
that railings be put In the hallway 
iiiear the postofflce to compel stu- 
dents to keep to the right. 

Many expressed the opinion that 
the girls do more to obstruct traffic 
by their persistent loitering In th<e 
alcove near their tioxes than do the 
lioys.

"It is obvious that 
there Is rK*ed of organization In con- 
nection with the transit of atudontH 
through Anderson hall and some 
student traffic regulations aliould 
be made and enforced. There Is lot't 
of time wasted in passing through 
the building. Such congestion as 
exists affords considerable opportun- 
ity for the development of unpleas- 
ant Hituatlone. * 

J. E. Kammeyer, professor of eco- 
nomics; "The disorder In Anderson 
nt certain times Is unnecessary. 
Something should he done to prevent 
Hiirli couRestlon, It Is the iiest 
place in the world to show good 
breeding, which is chiefly consider- 
ation for others, Nolwdy has a right 
to stand In the hall and visit where 
thty will obstruct traffic. I believe 
that the girls arc more perHlstent In 
violating traffic rules than the lioys" 

J. R. Macarthiir, iirofessor tlie Ef 
trilsh language; "1 know tha 
liiiich congentlon does exist in Andor 
pon hall, and I think it hit-Thly d 
nirable In have such condltlunN r' ' 
rilled If a satisfactory plan ran ' 
found for so doing."

nifn over the ago of ir, arc married. 
women graduates of the university 
lieat that average- by 6-10 of 1 i)er 
cent, "In si>lte of tbe fact." says Pricp 
'that university women are deliberate 
aliout entering upon careers of mat- 
rimony," 

Price soes a tendency for college, 
women to wf^d men out of the uni- 
versity. Three times as many wo- 
men graduates have married m«n 
who do not hold degrees as have 
:narrled university, graduates. 

Tbe occupatlcns of women gradu- 
ates show that beaching Is the only 
activity that can compete with mat- 
timony. Oni> out of every two wo- 
men graduates from Berkeley is des- 
tlr.ed to matrimony, and one out 
of every three for pedagogy. Many

report of the Iward of administration. 

"In ordKr to meet this need of 
the college and to satlafy tho federal 
eovernracnt," reads the report, "it 
V 111 tte ne'^essary to provide addition- 
al room to house the physics depart- 
ment with its expensive equipment. 
This department is now using a part 
of tti>> chemistry ihulUIng so fthat 
chemistry might have Its proper 
place. 

"The war In Oermany and our moro 
ismplex civilization, Indicate tliat we 
wll! have to give a very considerable 
amount of attention to agricultural 
r.'hnmlstry in the future and Kansas 
musi do her part toward solving this 
prohlem, not only fn her laboratories 
and by hvt experiments, but by teach- 
ing young men and women who are 
lo investltiate these vital prolilems of 
the jieoplc of Kansas,"

' or ncedlpsly do harm. 

"Do not think that this iirlnclplv; 
ulll lead to the suppresion of faetii 
t'lat the pulillc should know." uald 
Mr. Kimball. "The newupajier phiuld 
uwt hesitate to criUcUe the public of- 
ficer who Is unfaithful to his duty, 
beCBiiae it will hurt him or his fam- 
ily. Therw, the duty to publish for 
till" benefit v ftbe whole outweighs 
the harm that may Incidentally be 
f^lren. It does not compare with the 
c.\()Osiir« o fsunie private wrong. 

"But there nrc many tit her nifthods 
ftiid rtidea folio wed In newapiiper of- 
licei!." Mr. Kimball pointed oul. "Thi) 
com m.: re lull zed newsiiajcer nion loves 
tc s^ a line balance on tlin profit 
side. I^^ Idea of the biislnes:! Is that 
ot the merchant «'ho has his wnre.4 
to soil at a iirofil to whoniai>cvcr will 
buy. A d'>adly drup. a destroy Ini; 
tieverage, or the alluring rl^arette 
t-.d find ready access to hla (columns 
lie Ik In the newspaper busilnecs to 
nialw money. He m»>asurcM aurrfsi. 
or failure by that simiile rule. 

■'There Is annther type of newspa- 
per man who is In the business for 
I he Hake of power. Somethuies hi* 
posfs an an an^'el «i" Hcht and aitp- 
portn that which Is for the beneht 
of the raaHS and then h'' nlIl awlnn 
to the othrfr side and supix.rt that 
which Ih full of corruiitloti. You of- 
tvn Tivid this tyiw of paicr with a 
double tde.nl — make money where yoii 
can. otherwise take the poitlar side. 
Some such ^ newsiiapers, while not 
corrup* are as wanton In the use o£ 
the power that Is theirs e..t a !iuH In 
a china aliop. Tliey use their power 
for good or 1 1.1 j'tst as the tiicy may 
Rtrfke them. 

"Then v e have the newspaper 
which I believe la generally aiiproved 
In college Journalism, a newspapei 
which Itoaals that It |irlnts all the 
news. Th> newspaper man who lul- 
lii^hes this newspatier declares thai 
It Ih his InminGss to print the news, 
that this Is his first business. He 
maintains that when he takes the 
money from the subscrllter that It ia 
« fth the understanding that he will 
provide that sulMcriber with all the 
news. He contends that It U not for 
him ta color or luodtfy, that he should 
pafs It along, crystal clear tor his 
pubscrll)er to pa^e upon and base his 
own conclnslons oti the facts as iire- 
sented. 

"This newsiiaper man says that it 
is his Inistness not only to tell that 
the town drunkard has received an- 
other fine for lielng drunk, ln.t to tell 
lust as fully as when a thooehtlcss 
l-ojr or i^rl gets into tronble: that it 
If not for him to pick and choose 
lM>tween people. 

"He asaiiroes the protesslonal atti- 
t>i4r the sane attitud" that the taw- 
rer take* who wya that It Is noi

I' 
requires little Intslligenco to sell 
them. We aw a nation, by piirBuing 
tills methr.d in world commerce, an' 
lobblnp ftitnrc gencTnlions o^ the ma- 
terials with which fully to devclo'i 
rur interest". 

'There are lef;lslntive moasiircs to 
be I'-oiisldered In the next congreiH 
u'lilcli are of general Interest. One 
t.f tliese measures, the Smltl'-llugliet. 
bill, will provide for th"? tnnHiing of 
Industrial Hubjects— home economics, 
nuchanl" arts, and agriculture — In the 
secondary schooK. througtiPUt the 
country.

It will be used Inr dem- 
onslratl'in pnriKjMCH and fcr clasii 
work bv Hrnlnra in practical i>om- 
ology. This machine has a. capjcity 
of from i.'ii) to 1200 liushels a day. 
It Ik scared to operate iiy nand or by 
the spray engine. 

The mai'lihie consista of a sorting 
table, upon which the fruit ia sorted 
mid culled. There is an endless belt 
•which carries the sorted fruit to a 
tr.KKlng machine. The apples ;iass to

U- tonse<l into a can van catrl Ci', The 
trnalon on t'le spring being OotlStant 
the apples will be carried according 
to their weight. Thl:i machine sorts

) ucily of two bushels. Thet-e apples 
are packed directly from the ltai?a in- 
to tiic boxes for which purpor-e raeha 
arc fiirnlnhed which hold three Itoxes.

Hellevint; that death ends all and 
tl at there is no heieaftcr. London of- 
ten said that when he died he vrishea 
to be cremated and buried without os- 
tentation. Ills wisiiics were carried 
out. 

I«ndon's i:(cretary today "."timaied 
that the novelist's income from hU 
wiitluKu at the time of his death 
BVerHKed about 20 cents a word. He 
liubltually wrote 1,0^0 words a day 
and this would makn his annual tn- 
couic froni new literary work about 
$7:i,0OO a year. 

So far as the secretary knows, Lon- 
don's only flntfihod work which has 
not lioen published are two novels, 
two short dog stories and set^rai 
tli;vvaltau !;tortea At the time of hi 4 
(lOath I^u'lon was vvorklr.g on a n^vcl 
ot Hawaiian life called "Cherry," 
wl ich was well advanced. It is un- 
derstood Mrs. London either will com-

While the men 
wene laliorlng In the field the co-ed» 
were cooUini; tempting dlshc-s In the 
domwBtlc Hclcni'n huUdin^ to satltify 
the bunKcr of the lalHtrers at the 
nnon hour. 

Work All Mnpped Out. 

When the workera apiicared on the 
field they found the work ot 
the day laid out hefore them. 
Stakea and l<uns marked the location 
of the trenches which were to he dun 
to drain the present lO'ldlrnn. Pre- 
I'arations for the d&y*B work had 
heen made under the direction of L. 
K. Conrod. professor of enMneerinB. 

There wa^■ u delay of only a few 
minutes Vk-hlle the suuad commandera 
chocked up thodo under their com- 
mand and gave Instructions for the 
task hefore them. The students then 
tirooeoded to their work and within a 
tjuBrter of an hour the dirt was Ry- 
Jng. Within an hour the twelve drain 
BKe ditches were completed iialf way 
ntrosa the Held. 

Tli,^ Laid Before >oon. 

By 10 o'clock 12 ditches had tieen 
diiE BcroHB tile fooliiHl! field for thv 
purpose tif iliainliiK it while a lar- 
ger main ditch wan du;; aton^ each 
hide, i^ume Kiii'ads h<id evr>n laid the 
tile In tliclr Dorllon of the ditch and 
filled the trench within two honra 
after lie^lnnln^ work. Before noon 
the tile In all of the drainage ditches 
liHd hoen laid and the trenches filled 
nnd work of hauling dirt on the fleM 
liad l>egiin. 

!n the meantime another division ot 
etudeots liad heen working on the 
construction of a new field north of 
the pre^ient gridiron. The turf wft^t 
removed from the field and dirt wan 
then hatiled on to the field tir 30 
teams. With the aid of the teams 
and three tractors tlw work proceed- 
ed rapidly, in order to have room 
for the field the course of the stream 
which rune through the northeast 
corner of the field had to l>e changed. 
This necessitates excavating the grade 
north of the field. Tractors were 
used to plow ugi the hilisldi> and tha 
dirt was then hauled to the held, 
where 11 wan spread otil by FOuads of 
students.

During the morning long tahles 
were carried out to the athletic fl^ld 
where dinner wna to he servi^d. The 
'"feed " was prepared l>y the girls in 
the division of home economics. When 
a halt was called at noon the work- 
ers wei's s»>rved wiener sandwiches, 
pickles, pie, doughnuts and hut coffee 
or milk.

Properly managed business enterprises set aside a definite sum for malntalnance and upkeep, but 
the state educational InstUuliona, charged with the Iraportitnt work of turning out the trained men of 
the state, are denied this toundaUonal basis of sound finance. The primary principles of the needs of 
the scbools must be hasbftd over and presented In an educatiottal campatcn to each succeeding legis- 
lature, when appropriations are saked for. 

Hence, the agitation foi a Permanent income bill wbich wi'l assure the schools ot sufficient 
funds at least for malntalnence ind npkeep. Tliat such a bill ui>on the statute books Is needed 
should be reorganised by anyone who recognises the Ji'i^t needi of our great educational institu- 
tions. 

There Is need for orgauized action on the pftrt of the student t-odiea of the state srhoola. that la, 
Pittsburg, Hays, Normal, University, and the Agricultural college, to work for the Permanent In* 
come l>lll which is to 1;e considered in the next sasston of the stt te legislature. 

When the blti was submitted two years ago, It was defeated tiy savan votes liecause the legisla- 
ture was not Impressed with <ts importance. It should lie the work of each individual Ftiid>>nt to im- 
press bis representative with the true Importance of the bill to the state institutions during the com- 
ing hotidaya. Talk o the Influential men in your community about it. A solid financial Iwsis is fund- 
amentally essentia] to the Mrtherance of education and the betterment of our schools In keeping 
with the increasing demand,^ which are being made upon them. 

Concerted action through the County Clubs udlon at the Kansas university has accomtillshed much 
and the Students council ot our school will do ifitt it can to bring the facts licfnre the student 
body, but ultimately the worjt of the campaign d^ods upon each individual student 

Every student with Interest for and an apprsnation of the good which he has derived through 
the educational system ct our state, will demonstrate his loyalty and willingness to cooiiornte by at- 
tending the general convocation for the conaJderaflon of this matter at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
when President Waters has consented to pressnt'-and outline the t>roposed bill.

"People who make 
a practice of eatlnR thcRc InM'ctH arc 
pnrtlcutarly fond of them. The mfat 
Is tentjer and cvqiifnltcly flavored. It 
Ih found lnsldi> the body framework, 
for the skeleton of the graHdhopper Is 
iiiitsldc its tiody." 

Are a (jrcwt Itellcar}, 
"rSrsK shop pers sro considered a 
great delicacy by the African natives 
and are eaten In large niiantitleii." ac- 
cording to Frank i* Snow, Iniitructor 
in Industrial Journalism, who was for- 
merly a reporter un the Rhodenia 
Herald, a dally patter published In 
Kalisl>iiry, South-f'entral Africa.

Abolition of th* department of 
Joantallsm and the school of agrtonl- 
ttire wo 'lid decrease the yearly en 
roll men! of the college from 500 to 
700. 

Thtrd Lnrgent Vepartnent. 

Tbe department of journaliam has 
the third largest enrollment of any 
similar department, school or division 
In the United States. Its ranking, as 
tbown by the latest rejKirt of th(! 
American Association of Teachers ot 
Journalism, in regard to enrollment, 
rollows: First. Missouri university 
£30; second. University of Washing- 
ton. 22S; third Kansas Agricultursl 
College, 221; fourth, Iowa State col- 
lege, 199. The journalism department 
deals with the agricultural phase of 
journalism and prepares men for 
work on farm papers. Th«lr know- 
ledge of agrk'Uiture is aectired In the 
division of agriculture of the college. 
Journalism work In the nature of 
writing for farm papers is required 
of all Junior students Is agriculture 
and also of students in the school ot 
agrttnilture. 

HelMOi of AirirvltviT ■VofJed. 

Figures from the school of agricul^ 
ture show ttaut Its students ai« those 
who could not attend a high school if 
It were not for the school of agrioul- 
ture here, because nf the arrangement 
of «ark and terms. These students 
also are of an age beyond that of 
Mgh school students. The school is 
doing a direct work for the better- 
ment of tbe agriculture ot the state, 
as is shown by the fact that practical- 
ly all its graduates go back to their 
home fam>s to put into practice the 
principles they have learned. Tlie 
following fiacts show why the school 
of agriculture Ii proving to he the 
second most successful division of the 
college.

More than SO per cent of the stu- 
dents of laet year were from IS to 33 
yovs old.

PERMANENT INCOME BILL 

EXPLAINED AT CHAPEL TODAY 



A divisional library for tbe use ot 
the faculty and students of the di- 
vision of agriculture is l>eing estali- 
lUhcd on tbe second floor ot the ag- 
ricultural building. 

The material in this library will 
consist ol dupUcatie copies of agricul- 
tural bulletins from tlie United States 
Department of agriculture and state 
experiment stations and duplicate cop- 
K:s of books on agriculture which 
are now kept In the collie library. 
It was decided by the library and the 
division ai agriculture that there pub- 
lications would U« more easily acces- 
slhle to the teachers and students of 
agriculture If thoy were placed in a 
separate library in the new agricut- 
lural building. 

All copies of the bulletins which 
«'. Ill be in the divisional library will 
be lM)und. The latest bulletins will 
nut be available In the divisional li- 
bra y because of tbe delay caused by 
sending them to a bindery. The cop- 
ies of the current bulletins, however, 
cun l>e read at the college lUirary. 

IndcvcB of both tbe United Slatati 
ilcpartmiint of agriculture and the 
state experiment 8t,ntion buMetins will 
be placed In the divisional library and 
th(' same method ot indoxing will be 
u[«d as Is used in the college library. 

It is phinnnd to keep the library 
open eight hours a day. One ot the 
regular aBslstants from the college 
library will have supervision. There 
will be a reading room in connetclon 
with the library. The agricultural 
newspapers will )>e kept in this room. 

The stackis tor the new library are 
here and are lieing assembled by stu- 
dents In the engineering division. It 
Is not known definitely when the li- 
brary will be opened.

it is desirable that the students he 
sufficiently orgsolzod at chapel this 
morning, so that the matter will be 
brought to thn attetilon of the itei>- 
resent&tlve and oonator wl'o reshfef la 
ihe counties to which students of the 
i;ollege go. 

This can be done through the stu- 
dents seeing the representative, atM 
explainlni; the general features of the 
bill to influential men of tbe com- 
mdnlty who will write or see- the 
representative, and by asking the pa- 
pers of each community to give the 
matter some attention In their col 
umns. It is the opportunity to do 
conatrucOve advertising for the col- 
lege that will have a pennanent 
value. 

Ten states have permanent Income 
provisions for Uielr stato educational 
Institutions and it is their experience 
that such a system is'hiehlT satisfac- 
tory. 

wksi ii itr 

A permanent Income is derived by i 
placing a tax no larger than present I 
appropriations dn all the property . 
vulucktlon of the state. Instead of 
asklkg the legislature with all Its per- 
gonal wanta and l.^ck of specific in- 
formation, to set aside every two years 
an uncertain amount to maintain the 
educational Institutions, this hill wQ»ild 
levy a part of a mill on the taxablo 
liroperty of the state. 

Because of the fact that the pro- 
duct of the Income may l)e used for 
the Institution named ana nothing 
else, the Institutions know to a cer- 
tainly how much its permanent In- 
come will be each year. 

It would nRsun that the useless cam- 
pulgn every two years to educate a 
new legislature as to the fundamental 
needs of the educational institutions 
would t)e at an end. It would not 
mean further appropriations for new 
buildings and improvements could not 
be asked i^or and would not granted. 
But the permanent Income would In- 
sure sufficient moneys to defray the 
ordinary needs of the school. 
How It Way be f^tcamt. 

Such a Mil can only be made pos- 
sible by a constitutional amendment. 
The matter must flrat be presented to 
the legislature In order that It mar 
be, by them, submitted to a vote of 
the people at the next general elec> 
Uon when it will apt>ear on the l>allot 
as a ptxiposed amendment to the state 
constitution. 

The first step^ then, is to prevail on 
the legislature to give th* people a 
chance to vote on this measure of 
such vital importance to the educa- 
tional interests of the state. Esch 
etudont should feel that he Is person- 
ally responsible for bringing a part 
or this Influence to iKar upon mem- 
bers ot the legislature and In con- 
ducting an educational campaign In 
regard to the bill in his home com- 
munity. 

It is you, Mr, Student, who is re- 
ceiving the greatest benefit from the 
slate educational institutions. This Is 
your problem, and a potent manner 
of indicating your appreciation of the

at the hands o ttbe state educational 
institutions. 

Why It Is Bettw. 

Because It would save money for 
the tax payers by reason of the op- 
portunity for long time plans that 
would work efficiency In spending the 
funds. It Is mu?h easier to save mon- 
ey with & known anUMMto spend than 
with on Indefinite friBAuat. It means 
sottnd -business el|il]U>d>i and not 
picss-work and speCt^tatloftJln running 
tbe state's big educational plants. 

Because in the brief sessloo ot the 
state legislature, It Is unable to de- 
termine the complex needs of the state 
Ins tl tuitions snd is in danger of re- 
(itsine appropriations that should be 
mailc. Tbe Icglslatora are compelled 
to study (he Intricacies of stale school 
uiiproprtfttlon bills while occupied 
^vitli scores of at her legislative mat 
lurs. To uudct stand thoroughly the 
dutails ot the state ediiCBtlonal in 
titltutlons appropriation bill alone 
wouU re<]uire all tbe time that the 
ordinary legislator can devote to the 
dut^B of the legislative session. 

Because it would remove the state 
icbools from politics. The perma- 
nent Income method at financing thf 
elate institutions would remove all 
temptation from at|lM' (nstttutions to 
save their interests Qy reaorllng to 
l>o!lticaI methods. 

Bocauae It would l>eneflt tlie state 
educational Institutions by Insuring 
growth In sn Institution Is 
Normal growth in an institution is 
possible only when plans providing for 
such growth can tte made, extending 
over a numl>er of years. Tlie present 
system considers only two yesie. 

DecauBo the permanent Income 
would make It less easy for other 
iinlverKltleii to take some of the lieat 
teachers from Kansas^ as they have 
been doing, because of the greater 
[lermancnce of these universities In 
the matter ot income and the conse- 
quent greater certainty with which 
speclaUst-t can depend ipon the con- 
a i nuance of their work. 

Because It Is placing the educa- 
tional Institutions on a sound good- 
luisineHs l>asis. The tact that col- 
lege professors are fitting a larger 
body of trained men for successful ca- 
reers In practical world affairs, than 
any other group of persons, must 
necessarily Indicate that they them- 
■•elves ano primarily practical men. 

And yet. their administrative plans 
under the present system of am>n>- 
prlatlons, does not Include a knowl- 
edge of what funds will be avallab^ 
for any period beyond the existing bl- 
ennlum and they are unable to plan 
for the future aa any great institu- 
tion, as great schools, should be able 
to do. They are denied the privilege 
of conducting their affairs In a thor- 
ough business-like manner.

This new work In the shops was 
ileKl).'ued last ye;ir in an effort (o es- 
tablish a definite line of work that 
ci.iihi 1*1 luiiulled on a more nearly 
comnicivlal basis and at the same 
time make the hludent'a work more 
iiiiert'siing and inftructlvo. 

The engine is not pat turned after 
any other small engine now on the 
luiirlset. It wttH deslgaed l,y ITofess- 
or W. W. Carlson, suiterintendcnt of 
the shops at the college, and it is so 
simple In ita construction that the 
llrstterm Hlutk>nts can make any and 
every part Vet. despite the origin- 
ality of Ihe desiEn, there are no iww, 
untried coustrnctloiis. no experiments, 
and no systeniM that have nol work- 
ed successfully on other small engin- 
es. 

The cnBine Is ot the four-cyek> typ«, 
with Jump spark, hit and nilss gover- 
nor and either tank or hopper cool- 
!nK syaleni. The bore Is three and n 
half inches and the strok<> is five In- 
ches.

"A man who at the age of 65 years 
Is still thinking for himself Is worth 
more than ever, while the man wtio 
at the some age has ceased malting 
new Ideas for himself Is worse than 
useless," said Dr. A. Ross Hill, pres- 
ident of the University of Missouri, 
who detlvcred the opening address 
ot the winter term of the college 
Wednesday morning. 

Doctor Hill gave a scholarly and 
pointed discussion of the suhject, "Vo- 
cational Education of College Grade. 
Insisting that^il education of college 
grade was" essentially vocational he 
traced the hUtory of higher education 
and showed Its vocational character 
at all periods. 

E&rllest rnhernlties Vocmtlonml. 

The oldest European university, that 
Df Salerno, was established, he point- 
ed out, for the study of medicine, the 
Inlverstty of Bologna, the moat an- 
cient educational institution still In 
existence, was founded to teach law. 
while the unlvcrsUies of Paris and 
Oxford w«re tnatltuted to present 
theology and scholastic phlioHotihy. 
Karly American colleges were found- 
fcl. the speaker stated, to train men 
for lire ministry In the now country. 

Vocational education of college 
pradc. President Hill declared, must 
I'c nclentlQc, Invcatlgatlvo, and hiiman- 
Harlan, He emphasUed the fact (hat 
the sclcntinc training must be accom- 
panied by practical application If It Is 
to bring the desirett results. Stiidonti 
iimst lie trained he said to think con- 
cretely. 

The value of Investigative work was 
clearly pointed out by the speaker, 
who showed that the learning pro- 
cess wna necessarily a process of In- 
vestigation. 

Kierj Teacher an InvesUtfrntor. 

"It lias tieen urned l)y some," said 
Otictor Hill, "that too much attention 
Is given In American colle^ea to re- 
hCiircli, llial we need more good teacli- 
crp and fi-wer InveBtfgotors. But the 
pcrfion not engaged In Investigation Is 
not thinking. It Is true that there 
baa !ieen a great deal of pedanllc 
Invostlpatiou. iiut tliat should not dis- 
ci edit tbe work of thy investigator, 
who makes real Ideas for hlmMclt and 
then tllmulateE his students to make 
Ideas for tlicmaelvea. 1 look forward 
to the time, not wlu'n there will lie 
lewer Investigators in educational In- 
slltntlons^ but when every teacher will 
be an envestlgator." 

Hocior mil urged a citlture baped 
(in humanitarian ideals. Vocational 
•.^tucntion has tended, he said, to l)e 
IndlvUiiiiillstlc. Its det\>1oimient along 
socialized lines, lie iiolnted out, would 
promote a culture fully as valuable as 
that producml hy any other means.

It Is a fortunate 
thing that this material la being 
irtlllaed by Kansans. 

"The <!all of tbe Oi>en Fields." a 
small volume by Imri Ztimwalt, Is 
one of tlie most attractive recent ox- 
smplos of Kansas rwetry by Kansans. 
Mr, Zumwnlt was brougltt up and 
educated In Kansas, and Is editor of 
tho Donner Springs Chleftnln. 

Not all the poems in the voltime 
deal with Kansas subjects. One of 
tho. most (.ffectlve Is "Tho nesert," 
from wblch the following Is ciuoted: 

"A tide of amlier sunlight 
Floodng a waste of nand 
I To where the walla of Kranlte 
In golden glory stand. " 

Moot of the verses however, sug- 
gest, bven where they do not deal 
directly with thft iiralrloa. They tell 
of "the wheat llelda vvbttening to 
harviest," "tbp land of the daleles and 
goldenrod," "the short and matt«l 
grass," "the sun-lit meadows," "the 
land of the open sky."

The report as a whole Indicates a 
glarlni? lack of Intorniatlon and 
knowledge of the w orbing of such a 
large institution or perhaps any edU' 
catlonat institution, 

ThlB was perhaps (recognized 'by 
Mr. J. D. Joseph of Whitewater, a 
niemlter of the committee of throe, 
when the refused to sign the prellm- 
Inamy report. This Is the siirplf^ 
mentary report which vrns promised 
at that time. The chairman of the 
committee is Senator W, P. I-amliert- 
son of Falrview. The other memlier 
Is E, L. Burton ot Parsons. 

The report refers for Instance to 
the temk'ncy of the college to dla- 
rard good liulkUngs for sheil pur- 
poGCB, K'arni Mechanics Hall lor In- 
stance, miglit have made an admirable 
art hulldlug if Iha wallH wer^! not 
frumiiUnK and crni-ked.

If the com- 
nitttcie had taken the troiilile to visit 
the journallpin 'leiinrtment, it would 
havo learned thr.t tlierc la one pro- 
fi asor and one In.itrucior, etc.^ etc.

"In* our lirst r.^jiort we showed 
the uncrowded condition of Dennl- 
?on Hall at tlie Kansiiit Statu Agri- 
cultural colIcEe. There was an alann-

Itlies. and others are used as offices 
which might properly he used as rec- 
itation rooms The upper (loor has a 
comfortable ^'mall room which ts de- 
voted entirely to a wireless Ftatlon.

the lar!?e dormer wlndoivs. Is not even 
used for store room, .^n analysis of 
the class schedule in this hulldlng 
(Iocs not Indicate that It Is crowded, 
and still much coutd easily '>e done 
to increase Hs classroom capacity. 
We believe that the Chemistry Annf-x 
ts large enough tor electrical engi- 
neering and that all the chemistry 
(^hou)d ihe riven In Hennison. 

"An analysis of Anderson Hall re- 
veals only thirteen rooms need for 
class purposes. These rec.cive 174 
classes in the forenoon!' of the six 
days and 97 In the afternoon. Four 
rooms u<ted in the afternoon would 
take care of all the work given In 
AnderM>n Ha.11. The equivalent of 
nine rooms are vacant all afternoons 
of the week. The College Is a very 
[fagrant offender In Its occupation of 
rooms ai offices and museums. The 
new Agricultural flail srcms to le 
* guilty of th« former and the Horti- 
culture and Veterinary of the latter. 
Takf Away Htate Work. 

"If this committee's recommenda-

and a waste of time on Ihe part of 
the logtslators. Prnetloally the fam-!

work scrtouR harm. A lino drawn too 
closely may hold up expcrlmentn) or 
educational work which would moan 
thousands or even hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars to the state.

Canton, China, 
Nov. 16, 191B. 

"tt Is now just ff'c wfiekn since I 
arrived at Canton Christian collegie. 
My journey across the Pacific was 
most i>leasant. My stay In the Is- 
lands a most profitable one, and I se- 
cured much information In regard to 
tropical agriculture and agriculture In 
the Orient that will be o^ v^lue to us 
In our work here. 

"I have enjoyed life here very much 
and I Iwlleve I am becoming as much 

fan entbuslaai: for Cantoh Clirla- 
tian college^ especially in the oppor- 
tunity to help China agriculturally in 
order to reach her spiritually as you 
are. 

"My class work consists In teaching 
elementary luiology to a group of 60 
third year Middle School boys divid- 
ed Into four classes of flftpcn in a 
class, Tho boys certainly are Indus- 
trious, well-behaved and eager to 
learn. It Is a pleasure to teach them. 

1 need mever thin}t of discpllne. In 
concetlon with their class work, tho 
l-oya all have gardens In which tliey 
aro growing American and Chinese 
\ egetables. 

"I have made a number of trips In- 
to the country with Mr, Groff and eth- 
ers to got acrgualutcd with conditions. 
A;, Mr. Groff, Taam and I talk alioiit 
our work In our weekly meetings to- 
f^ether we seo many ways that wo 
irilgbt help China agriculturally. 

"Mr Groff lias cvrtainly worked 
hard lioth with his head and hands to 
pi't BO much started toward the ag- 
ricultural course here. He has )nkl 
a good foundation for the course, and 
we are planning on developing it form 
year to year as this class advances 
and wo get the necessary funds for 
laboratory equipment and tools.

It waa Intimated that the 
ptate unlverntty tBu^ht all the ]our< 
uallHm that was neccsHRry. and that 
the achool of agrlcultnro would even- 
tually teconie extinct, anyway. The 
report certainly doeit not indicate a 
tltorouKh knowlvdee of condition h at 
this institution. It U tnio that hi? 
■tata university does olfer a strong 
coarse in Journalism, but at no other 
lORtltutlon In tho «tate Is there to be 
found a course in farm JournallHm 
r-uch ae Is offered at K. S. A. C. 
And farm joumallsm is mmint; mor** 
aud more to Ite recognized as an Im- 
portant factor 1 nUio Journalism lleld. 
More than thU, the lournallsm de- 
partment 1 sthe publicity burvau for 
the collt^Bo and a dlHHenilnator of In- 
teresting Qgrlctilturai news over th<! 
state. It iit Inconsistent to think ihat 
m>ch a (tciiartment could he elimin- 
ated from an institution of this kind 
without seriously hlnderlnfc the work 
of the college. In that part of the 
recommendation which doale with the 
elimination of the JuurnalUm depart- 
nent, authorities of similar state In- 
stitutions are quoted. It is granted 
that agricultural colleges are similar 
InttltutloDB but the fact must not 
he overlooked that similar institu- 
tions have dUferent problems and con- 
ditions with which to deal, and the 
recommondatlon made for a sister 
■Ute's agrkniltura) college could not 
tie oonsistently applied to K. B. A. C. 

Tho work that the achool of agri- 
culture Is doing Is well known is 
Kvldeac«d by Ita enrollment— an en- 
rollment which, with a few excep- 
tions, equals that ot any large high 
school In Kansas. Ita students come 
from all parts of the state, tt waa 
estal>llahed primarily for the benellt 
of mature sti'dents who did not have 
• btgli school MlucaUon nad Iwho 
T«fould not have gone on with their ed- 
t*catlou had not this opportunity 
l*en olTcmd them. Strong, pmctl- 
rsl TOurses arc given In mechanic 
ans, agriculturo. or domestic science, 
and the students hate the t^neflt of 
all the collefre tncltltles. Those thor- 
niiRhly acoualntnd with the work of 
this d^txirtment, reaHsc Its importance 
to the college: and it is genernlty 
conceded that Its elimination would 
be an Injtistlcn to the men and wonwn 
of tlwf state who desire nnri pay for 
auch work as the school ot agricul 
ture otters.

OL'K HONOR PVIIVT8. 

Within the last two years, K, S. A. 
C. has l>een "getting on Its feet," so 
to epoak. I?ntrnnc« requlrcmonte 
have iM^n raised tu standard, schol- 
arship atamlards have l>een raised, 
and the students are ret|ulred to do a 
much t»ttcr grade of work than for- 
morljr. At the heginnlt^g i)t the pres- 
ent school year a new gradloK sy- 
tern wan Instituted which very mater- 
ially atlocts the numlier ot "E's" giv- 
an and the ranking of honor students. 

This iR till wll enough and good, 
as tt placWB K. S. A. C. on an equal 
ttasls with all other educational IiirII- 
tutlons of higher learning, ll'iwevpr. 
the committee which had charge of 
the new grading system did one 
thing which man sll the constructive 
work that it did — and that 1b tlie nvw 
method ot computing atudente honor 
points. Ttie new method of comput- 
ing tho honor points Is the name an 
the old method except that "M" has 
taken the place ot "P" a« the zero 
medium and "P" now detractx ,ti from 
the total honor points. 

80 far as the Collegian hatt heen 
able to learn, th«> general concensus 
of studv^nt opinion Is that this meth- 
od of computing honor points Is un- 
fair to the student liecauso It 1b not 
in keeplnK with tlie required stand- 
ards of the Inatltutlon. A comparU 
non of the old and new methodB of 
cumpntlng these honor [Kilnts, taking 
into confllderallon the higher Rtand- 
ards of Uie InBtllutlon, Indicates that 
such an opinion 1b JueWlled. V\yT 
example: Under the new system of 
grading, only five i«rcont of the Btu- 
dents In any cIbbb may receive a 
prade of "K". ThlH ne<'UHBltalc» a 
greater amonnt ot work Uian former- 
ly on the part ot the ntudent In or- 
der that he may rank em an "E" stu- 
dent. Ho «' ever he receive* no ree- 
Mgnltlon tor tho greater eirort he has 
piit forth, tind Is ranked wlili the "E" 
student under the old Bystem ot low- 
er standards. Instead of making the 
computation of Ijonor iwlnts directly 
proiKtrtlonal to the Int-rcaiwrt amount 
(if work necesRary to rank as un "K" 
student, It Ik made Inversely [irotur- 
tkmal and the student Is put on a 
lower standard, comiMirathely, than 
he was under tho old systoiu. 

This Is certainly unfair and should 
lie rem wiled. It would seem that the 
I,e8l method would hove I'wn to IH 
the grade ot "P" remain hb the zero 
medium and give "M" the value of 
plus .& of ail honor point: or if "M" 
Is to remain hr the /'rn niedinn. the 
value of "V," and "W , nh'iuid he 
raised. This vvuuld not only iw t al- 
to the stiidi'nlB hut It would mnrnrm 
Mwre nearly to the rnlsed Btnnrtards 
of the Irstitullon than dDe.i tlu- pr^'s- 
ent method of eomputitiB Imnor 
IHitnts.
